WAS EJECTED FROM HOUSE 


George W. Wheeler May be Arrested 
For Pushing Bumbaugh Out of Hia 


House, Amount Invoked is $16.70. 


Property levy may be resorted to in 
an effort to force George W. Wheeler, 
colored, residing in the third ward, to 
pay $16.70 in taxes of 1921, which 
H arry Bumbaugh, former tax collect­ 
or avers W heeler owes. 
In addition, 
Wheeler may be arrested on a charge 
of 
assault 
and 
battery, preferred 
against him by Collector Bumbaugh, 
the result of the 
latter’s 
attem pt 
Tuesday to present the tax hill to 
Wheeler and being ejected from his 
home on Breckenridge street. 
The taxes, which Bumbaugh alleges 
Wheeler owes, include all the borough 
and county levees for the year 1921. 
The total bill is $16.70, but W heeler 
has continually refused to meet pay­ 
ment, according to Bumbaugh. W heeler 
claims that he has already paid the 
taxes, according to Bumbaugh, who 
strenuously declares that he is mis­ 
taken. 
Deciding to make a final attem pt to 
collect the alleged taxes, Bumbaugh 
presented 
him self to the 
W heeler 
home on Brenckenridge street, Tues­ 
day Wheeler appeared in answer 
to 
Bumbaugh’s summons and the form er 
collector stated his mission. 
Ejected From House. 
Bumbaugh was 
standing 
in 
the 
doorway talking to Wheeler, and ex­ 
plaining the necessity of paying the 
levy promptly when the latter grabbed 
him by the coat collar and pushed him 
out of the house, according to Bum­ 
baugh’s account of the affair. 
The 
form er collector made no resistance, 
he Rays, and left. 
During the a fte r­ 
noon, however, Bumbaugh had a w ar­ 
rant sworn out charging W heeler, it 
is said, with assault and battery. This 
morning, the w arrant had not been 
served and Justice J. L. Hill would 
not comment upon the specific charge 
to be laid against Wheeler. 
W heel­ 
er, however, cannot be arrested for 
non _ 
to Collector Bumbaugh, because he 
owns property which can be levied 
against in case, of failure tQ meet the 
obligation. 
Wheeler, it is claimed by form er 
collector Bumbaugh, has already paid 
a part of his 1922 taxes, but stead­ 
fastly refuses to pay last year’s levy 
which was due in September, 1921., 
Bumbaugh has already returned his 
tax duplicate to the county treasurer 
and is settling up a 
few 
accounts 
which still remain unpaid.

normal crop.

The report covers thirty five coun­ 
ties of the

The condition 
of the apple 
crop, according to 
the 
last report of the Bureau of S tatis­ 
tics of the Pennsylvania D epartm ent 
of Agriculture 
indicates a yield 
of 
11.486.000 bushels as compared with 
1.766.000 bushels last year. 
It is in­ 
dicated th at this year’s crop will run 
considerably above the average crop 
for the past 
ten years, the average 
for that time being 7,911,000 bushels.

Auditor General S. S. Lewis today 
ordered disbursement of the amounts 
due cities, boroughs and townships in 
Pennsylvania as their share of the tax 
secured by the state from fire insur­ 
ance premiums of companies chartered 
outside the Commonwealth. 
Adams county’s share is $558.05 and 
the auditor general’s office has 
an­ 
nounced th a t 
instead of paying 
the 
lump sum to the county treasurer for 
distribution, a separate account will be 
opened w ith each city, borough 
and 
township for its share. 
By disburs­ 
ing the insurance tax in this way, it is 
hoped by the State to secure quicker 
distribution of the funds due the vari­ 
ous cities, boroughs and townships. 
Of the $558.05 due Adams county 
from the insurance tax refund, G ettys­ 
burg will 
receive $422.20; 
Arendts­ 
ville, $3.27; Bendersville, $1.60; Big­ 
lerville, 
$7.69; Littlestown, 
$40.39; 
M cSherrystown, $58.05; New Oxford, 
$15.85, and York Springs, $3.83. 
The sum total due this county is di­ 
vided according to the amount of fire 
insurance 
w ritten in each 
borough 
and 
tow nship. 
The 
payments 
are 
made from a special fund containing 
$700,000, collected by a two per cent 
tax on th e premiums of fire insurance 
companies, chartered outside the state. 
Distribution o f the amounts due the 
various 
municipalities 
in this 
and 
other counties is made annually. Some 
of the towns place the fund on inter­ 
est for the benefit of firemen’s relief 
associations.

During 1917, between the months of 
May and November, I cannot say that 
I knew of one soldier being given a 
“raw deal”, and furthermore, between 
those months, not one soldier was ar­ 
rested for one serious breach of the 
law. 
( 
Say, brother, you must have been 
one of the wiseacres who belonged to 
the Tank Corps. 
The people of Get­ 
tysburg are not fools, and from what 
I hear about the 1918 bunch that were 
camped there I cannot blame the peo­ 
ple in general for not acting the same. 
When a regiment of soldiers leave a 
camp and 
school boys come to 
take 
their places it makes the people sit up 
and take notice. , 
As far as profiteering gees I never 
was “stuck” half as badly in Gettys­ 
burg as I was in towns surrounding it.
